Power and phone 
lines were extended to a trai er and the re- 
peater was relocated on Satur ay, October 
Sth. Final antenna tweaking and tuning 
should take place soon. A plan for battery 
power backup is being formulated.

Breaking News 


Alliance, Ohio..... 

As reported in the local media, the Al- 
liance City Council is considering legisla- 
tion which will impose criminal penalties 
on Radio Frequency interference caused by 
illegal CB Radio operation. Several resi- 
dents are suffering interference to their 
phones, TV’s and household equipment. 
The enforcement of such matters has been 
traditionally an FCC responsibility. As re- 
ported by the “FEEDLINE” in the January 
2001 issue, federal legislation has been en- 
acted which allows local governments to 
enforce certain FCC Citizen’s Band regula- 
tions. . 

This legislation (PL-106-521 ) authorizes 
states and localities to enact laws that pro- 
hibit the use of unauthorized CB 
equipment--consistent with FCC regula- 
tions, such as the use of illegal high power 
linear amplifiers. Ham radio operators, 
falsely accused of interference generated by 
CB’ers, were instrumental in the adoption 


- of this legislation. 


Local governments have no authority 
to regulate FCC-licensed stations, such as 
the Amateur Radio Service. The federal 
law clearly states that any local ordinance 
adopted must contain language exempting 
stations which are FCC licensed. 


It is prudent to keep a copy of your FCC 
license on hand at all times. Some proof, as 
well as an explanation about the exempt 
status of amateur radio operators, may be 
necessary when confronted by the local au- 
thorities or your neighbors.

A side note: 

Specifically stated in the federal regulation 
is a paragraph requiring “Probable Cause” 
to find that a commercial motor vehicle or 
it’s operator is in violation of the regula- 
tions. It is clear that Congress intends to 
make it more difficult to enforce local CB 
legislation on TRUCK DRIVERS !
